But perhaps 
not one In every dosen' cellars made is 
cool in summer and warm la winter, 
unless it possesses some fault suoh aa 
excessive moisture or lack of ventila- 
tion In either ease it is likely to be of 
little use snd perhaps a serious menace 
to the heslthfulness of the family.
